4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Kishi et al. (EP 1,065,650) teaches a driving apparatus for a plasma display panel 
comprising a plurality of switches, a plurality of power sources, and a panel capacitor, wherein a 
first voltage supplied from the first power supply and a second voltage supplied from the second 
power supply is applied to the first terminal of the panel capacitor alternately. 

Onozawa (US 2002/0175883) teaches a drive circuit connected to the sustain electrode 
of a plasma display comprising a plurality of switches, a plurality of power sources, and a 
capacitor connected between the switches, wherein a positive voltage and a negative voltage 
are supplied to the sustain electrode of the display alternately. 
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Ohba et al. (US 5,670,974) teaches a plasma display panel driver circuit including a 
panel capacitor, a charging/discharging circuit, and a voltage clamp circuit. 

None of the prior arts teaches that either the first voltage supplied from the first power 
source or the second voltage supplied from the second power source is a negative voltage.
